How Can [?

Q. How can I restore flannels 
that have been badly washed, and 
are hard and shrunken? 

Ac. These flannels can be restor- 
ed to their former softness by soak- 
ing them in gasoline for a few 
hours, then washing in soft soap 
suds as usual, followgng with a 
rinse in clear water of the same 


temperature. 


Q. How can I sweeten the earth 
around my house plants. 

A. Working some coffee grounds 
frequently into the earth around 
the house plants: will sweeten it and 
Boe the plants to thrive. 

Q. How can I mixa good linol- 
eum polish? 

A: Mix 1 cup melted paraffin, 
2 cups of kerosene, and 3 table- 
spoons of turpentine. 

Q. How can I remove perfume 
spots from furniture? 

A. Perfume spots on furniture 
should be smeared with linseed oil, 
olive oil, or camphorated oil imme- 
diately. Mop up, and apply more 
oil on a woolen cloth, 

Q. How can I treat hands that 
are sensitive and roughen easily? 

A. Try rubbing olive oil into the 
hands every night, and then sleep 
with an old pair of gloves on them, 
A week of this, and the hands will 
be soft and white. 

Q. How can I make shoes wat- 
erproof? 

A. Rub them with castor oil 
once or twice a week, 

Q. How can I correct soup that 
is too salty? 

A. Slice’a raw potato into it and 
bring it to a boil for a few minutes, 
Then, before serving, take the po- 
tato out :ud you will find that the 
salty taste has disappeared.

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Which Way Does 


Pig’s Tail Curl? : 


Recently published in an Ameri- 
ean farm paper was the sketch of 
a pig with its tail curled to the 
left. In a short: accompanying 
article the question was asked whe- 
ther the artist had curled the tail 
in the wrong direction. 

Readers were invited to write 
and give their opinions and obser- 
vations. Over 1,000 letters and pos- 
tals were recei¥ed. Here's a tabula- 
tion of the replies: / 

Thirty-two per cent said a pig's 
tail curls clockwise (or right); 13 
per cent said a pig's tail curls left; 
$5 per cent sad it curls either way 
-~and that's correct. 

The most surprising thing was 
how many folks had never paid any 
attention to that portion of a pig's 
anatomy; had never had the ques- 
tion raised. 

Some interesting farm beliefs 
came to light in these replies. Quite 
a few farmers said that if a sow’s 
tail curls to the right, that’s a 
sign of a good brood sow. Others 
were just as certa'n that a left-curl 
was a sign of a good brood sow. 
Some folks said it was a matter of 
sex, some thought it was the breed 
that determines the direction of the 
curl, 

Many a reply said: “I don’t know, 
but I went out and looked at our 
hogs.” Several sent snapshots of 
their pigs in evidence. Some of the 
wo-ag teachers had their students 
make counts on pigs in their proj- 
ects and send the tabulation of 
right. curls and teft curts. One 
country school teacher in Michi- 
gan had all the fourth grade pupils 
look the matter up and. write a 
reply, then all the letters were 
mailed in one hifge envelope. 

The letfers came from oldsters 
as well as youngsttrs. A farmer 
wrote: “I am 70 years old and 
have lived on a farm all my life. 


- J never saw a pig with its tail 


curled to the left.” A farmer, 65, 
correctly observed that tails can 
curl cither way. A farmer's wife 
in Texas said: “My husband and 
1 went out and looked, just. to 
make sure.” 

A boy who has raised, fed, exhi- 
bited and judged hogs for three 
years said the curl of the tail had 
never been called to his attention. 

Another young: farmer who had 
really spent some time watching 
his pigs came up with this obser- 
vation: “A pig seems to have per- 
fect control. While I watched them, 
some pigs curled their tails left, 
then let them uncurl and twisted 
them to the right.” 

One point on which many 
agreed was the importance of curl 
in a pig's tail. A curled tail, they 
allowed, was @ sign that a pig is 
feeling good, doing well. A sick 
pig, or a chilled pig, usually lets 
its tail hang straight.

Rats and 
mice do not read newspapers or 
listen to rabble-rousers. Men do 
and are thus inflame against whole 
nations, races and\(social classes. 
Such cultural factorg will be diffi- 
cult to control if it Tirns. out that 
what applies to rats, mice, dogs 
and baboons also applies to man.

The report, just issued, shows total

an increase of $18,268,886 over the record figure of a year ago. 


Deposits have al. reached the 
highest figure in Canadian banking 
history, the total at the end of the 
Royal Bank’s fiscal year sianding 
at $2,350;314,347 as compared wtih 
the previous year’s figure of 
$2,337,503,468, This increase has oc- 
curred despite a reduction in Gov- 
ernment ‘deposits of nearly $46,- 
000,000. Interest-bearing deposits 
have also reached a new high level 
of $1,123,723,791, an increase of 
$19,805,565 as compared with the 
in 1950 bal- 
ance sheet. The steady rise of in- 
terest-bearing deposits, characteris- 
stic of bank statements during the 
past few years, slrows a tendency to 
level off, due no doubt to the im- 
pact of heavier taxes and higher liv- 
ing costs.

spent seven. years looking through 


haystacks of diaries, letters, books 


and plays to find their needling 
rhymes & riddles. They dug into 
the histories of kings and queens, 
wits and wags, drunks and druids, 
consulted everyone from George 
Bernard Shaw to their own child- 
ren, aged six and four. 

Some of the famous rhymes 
they found, are at least as old as 
the city of Rome. Horace described 
little children playing Rex erite qui 
recte faciet—the first version of 
“I'm the king of the castle.” Pet- 
ronius heard a small boy say Bucca, 
bucca, quot sunt hic?, which later 
became “Buck she, buck she, buck/ 
How many fingers do I hold up?” 
At least one rhyme in nine, say the 
Opies, was ‘known in the time of 
Charles I; a good half are at least 
200 years old. 

The early counting of Yarmouth 
shepherds (ina, mina, tethera, met- 
hera) became “Eena, meena, mina, 
mo”: and Westmorland’s hevera, 
devera, dick (eight, nine and ten) is 
the most likely origin of “Hickory. 


/ dickory, dock.” In the 18th Century. 


“Hot Cross Bun# / One a penny 
/ Two a penny” was a street ven- 
dor’s cry. “Baa, baa, black sheep / 
Have you any wool?” propably 
dates back to the export tax im- 
posed on wool in 1275. The “Four 
and twenty blackbirds, baked in a 
pie’ goes back to the Renaissance, 
when live birds really\were put in 
pies, ready to fly off when the pie 
was cut, to cause a “diverting 
Hurley - Burley amongst the 


Guests.” 

Most 
rhymes, the Opies learned, were 


never/intended for children. Mat- 
thew. Mark, Luke and John” was 
ai7th Century Popish prayer; “Go 
to bed, Tom” was once a barracks 
ditty.

Helps To Cough Up 
Things They Swallow 


The little Jessies and Johnnies of 
pre-school age who swallow or in- 
hale buttons, parts of toys and 
about anything that can be put into 
the mouth present a problem to 
mothers and physicians. The re- 
moval of these foreign bodies. is 
never easy. Sometimes there is dan- 
ger of death. Dr. |. Newton Kufgel- 
mass, has discovered that the rectal 
adrfinistration of aminophylline will 
dislodge the foreign bodies where 
treatment with emetics and other 
means fail, : 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association Dr. Kugelmass 
gives details of six cases in which 
aminophylline, induced infants and 
children to cough up objects that 
they had swallowed or inspired. In 
two cases no foreign. bodies had 
passed down the. gullet but there 
was difficulty in swallowing. Amino- 
phyline brought relief. 

A pear! button that lodged in the 
larynx of a S-year-old girl brought 
on a croupy cough and a fever. 
Whea she received aminophylline 
she brought up the button. So 
with the ivory tip of a pencil that 
lodged in the larynx of a 7-year- 
old girl, and with the glass eye of 
a doll that had found its way into 
a branch of the windpipe of an- 
other girl.

Don’t Mistreat That 
Watch Of Yours 


A watch is a precision instrument, 
a machine, And as such it needs 
the regular expert attentidn of a 
qualified jeweller for lubrication and 
cleaning. Watch parts spin a total 
of half a million times a day, and 
the balance wheel turns as fast as 
the wheels of a locomotive travell- 
ing at 60 m.p.h. 


Here are: some tips provided by 
the Watchmakers of Switzerland, 
an association of Swiss manufac- 
turers with a reputation built up 
over the past four centuries. 


1. In the first place, buy your 
watch from an established qualified 
jeweller or watchmaker, You will 
then know that when you get it 
your watch will be in the same 
condition, ready oiled, as when it 
left the factory. 


2. Take your watch to a jeweller 
at least once a year for oiling. Every 
six months is even better. 


3. Do not take your watch off 
your wrist or out of your pocket 
and lay it on a cold surface. The 
sudden change of temperature may 
damage the main spring. 

4. Wind your watch regularly at 
the same hour each night or each 
morning. 


5. Do not poke about inside the 
mechanism, If something needs 
doing let the expert do it. 


Process To Stop 
“Freezer Burns” 


< = 
A month ago I purchased two 
frozen chickens which had been 
“home: packed” at the farm where 
I bought them. Now I notice that 
they are developing “freezer burn”, 
those dry, scaly patches familiar to 
housewives using home freezers, 
States a writer in The Christian 
Science Monitor. The air left in the 
package to be frozen is one of the 
enemies of successful freezing and 
is often difficult to eliminate when 
packing odd shapes such as fowl, 
roasts, etc. 

When I inquired of the men at 
the local freezer plant about this 
problem, they told me that they 
had wrapped some fowl successfully 
in what I would call a “mummy 
style” of package, with cellophane 
wrapped round and round the bird. 
They also use some sort of elabor- 
ate vacuum-creating device when 
packing for the plant and I in- 
ferred that this was too expensive 
to be practical for the average 
home. However, it led me to what 
I have found to be an ideal solution, 

I have brought my own. tank- 
style vacuum cleaner into the pack- 
ing operation and with perfect re- 
sults, Now when I have a fowl to 
wrap, I place it in a plastic bag 
made for this purpose and available 
at all suppliers of freezing materials. 
Next, I insert: the metal tip of the 
vacuum cleaner hose into the neck 
of the bag, and turn on the machine. 
In a moment the bag is deflated 
tight against the bird and I pinch 
off the bag and slip out the hose. 
The bag is twisted and doubled 
back to form the familiar goose neck 
closing and secured with an elastic 
band, 

When ‘I have something to pack 
which might be bruised or crushed 
by this method I slip it into a 
plastic bag and close it temporarily 
entil it is frozen solid in the quick 
freezing compartment.

the Gulf. Stream that takes the 
honours. 


Even though its banks 
are water ins.ead of land, the Gulf 
Stream is a river, and its five- 
thousand-mile course through the 
two oceans is the longest in the 
world, 

From the Gulf of Mexico it 
flows northward near the coast of 
North America until it reaches the 
Newfoundland Banks. There it 
turns and sweeps ¢astward across 
the Atlantic. 

Between Florida and Cuba it is 
about fifty miles wide and has a 
speed of four miles an hour. Its 
deep blue almost purple waterg are 
clearly defined against the light 
green of the seas. 

Off the eoast of Florida the tem- 
perature of the Gulf Stream is 86 
degrees. Opposite Labrador, some 
two thousand miles north, the tem- 
perature has fallen only eleven de- 
grees, , ‘ 

In fact, like an immense _hot- 
water heating system, the Gulf 
Stream warms the coast of Europe 
and is largely responsible forthe 
temperature climate of Britain, 
which, located in the same latitude, 
would otherwise be as cold as Lab- 
rador, 

Scientists’ explanation for this 
strange seagoing river still leaves 
much unanswered, They say. that 
the waters of the Atlantic Ocean, 
driven westward by the trade 
winds, pile up in the 1,500-mile cir- 
cular basin of the Gulf of Mexico, 

Having no other way to get out, 
they sweep northward between 
Florida and Cuba as the Gulf 
Stream. 

Yet the baffling thing is how this 
amazing stream manages to keep 
its identity, its peculiar colour and 
temperature while flowing thous- 
ands of miles through the ocean 
against the forces of counter cur- 
rents which even cross its course. 

Through heat and cold aud rain, 
through all seasons year by year its 
waters never slacken and its heat 
never fails, It raises the tempera- 
ture of Great Britain by 12 degrees. 

It covers the shores of Scotland 
with evergre’n leaves, melts the 
icebergs that have broken from 
their parent glaciers in the far 
nerth and are, drifting southward 
and carries firewood from the bura- 


ing Gulf of Mexico to the extreme - 


north of Norway.

Besides simplifying weather fore- 
casting, more knowledge about the 
Gulf Stream’s behaviour may makg 
it possible to tell in advance what 
kind of fish will be available from 
season to season, 

Before 1927 cod were practically 


unknown in the North Atlantic. . 


Then the Gulf S.ream. began to 
drift farther north and cod began 
to appear in ever-increasing num- 
bers. The north Atlantic is now 
one of the principal fishing grounds 
for the fish. : 
Disastrous Catches 

A few years ago there was an ex- 
ceptiontlly strong flow round the 
British .coasit. It brought mild 
weather ‘with it, but instead of in- 
creasing catches of fish it cut them 
down by half. 

The current brought with it mil- 
lions of small jellyfish known as 
Doliolids, which the ordinary fish 
dislikes intensely. The herring and 
other Nor.h Sea fish fled north- 
wards towards the Arctic, and 
fishermen had a season of disas- 
trous catches. 

The persistence and steadiness of 
the Gulf Stream has often been 
illustrated, In a 1900 hurricane the 
coffin of an actor named Charles 
Coghland was swept. off a ship near 
Galveston, Texas, drifted in.o the 
Gulf Stream. and finished up 2,000 
miles away. . 


Use Molten Metal — 
For Cooling 


Turning atomic energy into pow- 
er needs a plant known as a re- 
actor, The “fuel’ is plutonium, 
product of \the atomic piles. The 
heat released is so great that in 
America’s latest reactor molten 
metal is used for cooling. The name 
given to this plant is “Clemen- 
tine,” and the reason for this chris- 
tening was made public recently. 

One of the scientists who had 
helped to design the reactor left 
before it started working, His in- 
terest in the result was naturally 
keen but the securit ban on infor- 
mation prevented him finding out 
anything. So he sent ‘his former 
colleagues this telegram:— 

“In a cavern, in a caynon, ex- 
trapolating myst be fine, Since 
you're the miners, forty-niners, 
tell me how is Clementine.” 

As 49 is the code number for 
plutonium, the workers still at the 
reactor station were able to tran- 
slate his request. Ever since the re- 
actor has been known as Clemen- 
tine,

Go On Forever

It is well that Gilbert’s impor- 
tance to the partnership should be 
heavily stressed, for two reasons. 
One is that nobody realized it at 
the time. When a command per- 
formance was given before Queen 
Victoria at Windsor Castle, Gil- 
bert's name was omitted from the 
program. Whether this-was a mis- 
take (as was said officially after- 
ward) or was done by order of the 
Queen, who knew something about 
music but nothing about literature 
and had no sense of humor, is not 
precisely known; but, in either case, 
it shews how much greater impor- 
tance was attached to the music 
than to the words. This was shown 
again when the Queen made Sul- 
livan a knight and left Gilbert a 
plain “mister.” 


The- other reason is that it HDS 


highly unusual in operatic worlds, 
as Sullivan was constantly pointing 
out, for the librettist to be as im- 
portant as the composer; and, if 
anybody is. looking for a reason 
why these operas have lived longer 
{han others of their kind, it is along 
this line that he may find it. Words 
written to music can never have 
much literary merit or wit, but 


. , ’ % 
music written to words may—as 


Sullivan so often showed—not only 
bringing out the wit of the words, 
but be witty itself as well. That is 
exactly where Gilbert and Sullivan 
differs from other compositions 
supposed to be of the same kind— 
that you remember not only the 
melodies, but the words, and are 
not satisfied unless you can re- 
capture both. 

Most of Gilbert's humor is still 
funny, because it is based on funda- 
mentals. His power of mock solem- 
nity, as exemplified in the scene 
where Major General Stanley, hav- 
ing got his puns out of his system, 
throws himself on the mercy of 
the pirates on the plea that he is 
an orphan boy, or in that other 
scene in the same opera where the 
policemen put up a terrific maritial 
chorus about going “forward on 
the foe,” but don’t in fact move a 
step till they have to-—this is un- 
corroded by time. So is his own 
particular brand of humor, which 
has added the word “Gilbertian” 
to our language, and consists of 
sticking to logic in the face of 
plain fact—From “The World of 
Gilbert and Sullivan,” by W. A.

Nuts In Brazil 


Brazil, to most of us, means two 
things, Carmen Miranda—and nuts. 

One of the most plentiful of all 
Brazil's nuts is called the babacu 
nut. There are 13 billion palms that 
grow them, and the annual crop is 
something like 300 million tons. 

Normally only a tenth of ‘the 
babacu nuts are used 
—- of collecting and hand- 
ling. But Brazil is now making an 
effort to turn these into a useful 
taw material, and an experimental 
plant has been set up to make petrel 
from them. 

Apart from this, oil from the 
babacu nuts can be used for making 
soap. And the shell provides tars, 
acetic acid, dyes. and carbolic acid 
and resins. 

So Brazil's billions of nut trees 
may soon be giving the world yet 
another source of raw material 
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Every poultry raiser knows—or 
should know—that plenty of water 
is essential to the well-being and 
production of laying hens. About 
half the weight of a mature bird 
is water, and two-thirds of the 
weight of an egg, shell included, 
is also composed of it. In fact 
chickens should ordinarly consume 
practically twice as man. pounds 
of water as of feed.

Naturally in winter it is diflicult 
to keep the water from freezing. 
The: question arises, is snow a 
good substitute for water? J. L. 
Tessier, of the Dominion Exper- 
imental Station, Kapuskasing, re- 
ports on tests made at that Station 
to find the answer.

In two different years, two 
groups of 150 hens each year, hav- 
ing about tlhe same body weight, 
age, and apparent laying ability, 
were used. Ow group

Results as judged by egg pro- 
duction showed that water was far 
superior to snow. The production 
in the group receiving water was 
16.2 per cent higher per bird than 
the birds in the group receiving

Since the egg production was 
considerably lower and feed con- 


sumption higher in the group re- 
ceiving snow, it would be-advisable, 
says Mr. Tessier to keep water 
always before the birds even though 
this might involve extra attention 
to keep it from freezing

The keeping qualities of all kinds 
of fruit, particularly apples, can be 
greatly affected by environmental 
factors. For example, under nat 
ural conditions the McIntosh apple

Experiments 
conducted at the Summierland Ex- 
perimental Station in British Col- 
umbia indicate that this same 
variety of apple, if placed in 30 
to 32 degrees cold storage immedi- 
ately after picking, may be held in 
satisfactory condition until approx- 
imately- the ‘middle of January. Its 
keeping qualities are thus more 
than doubled by storing it at a 
temperature of \30 degrees as com- 
pared with room temperature of 
60 to 65 degrees.

While temperature is the 
important factor in 
the keeping qualities of apples, 
S. W. Porritt of the Summerland 
Station points out that other factors 
%o must be taken into account. 
One of these is the humidity or 
dampness of the atmosphere. An 
apple stored in a dry atmosphere 
shrivels and its storage life 
is cohsequently reduced because of 
deterioration in appearance and 
quality. For this reason, apart from 
temperature, apples should be held 
at humidities of 80 per cent or 
better in order to insure firm, crisp 
eating quality. A smooth skinned,

Ethylene, however, 
which is probably the most harm- 
ful of the gases produced by res- 
piring fruit, is not capable of being 
absorbed on activated carbon at or- 
dinary. temperatures and therefore 
other means must be found for re- 
moving this substance. The whole 
field of air purification of apple 
storages by means of activated 
carbon is under intensive investi- 
gation at the present time but as 
yet no final conclusions have been 
reached as’ to the practicability of 
this method for prolonging the 
keeping life of apples.

For the average home owner, the 
best way to insure that apples re- 
tain their firmness and crispness 
over as long a period as possible 
is to store them in a cool basement 
room as near to 32 degrees as pos- 
sible and with as high humidity as 
can be obtained, The relative hu- 
midity of the atmosphere can be 
increased by sprinkling water on 
the floor of the fruit room, or by 
placing a false floor over a bed of 
peat moss which can be periodical- 
ly watered in order to provide moi- 
sture through continuous evapora- 
tion. For the owner of an apart- 
ment or small kome where storage 
is scarce, apples should be kept in 
the refrigerator until used in order 
to prevent the high temperatures 
normally found in a home from 
causing undue ripening and shriv- 
elling.

We waved. Our ship gave a tre- 
mor: it was moving slowly tp the 
coast. 

Of Haifa and Mt. Carmel I was 
denied eyen a fleeting glance. It 
was late “evening when we arrived 
there to ‘discharge a few passen- 
gers, and by ten we were leaving 
them, behind. But it stirred my 
soul to know that for a few diours 
I had stopped under the shadow of 
Mt. Carmel, which the prophet 
Elijah had ascended to pray for 
rain. ; 

Across the curving bay the dim 
lights of Akka shone. Akka, just 
above the mouth of Kishon, beside 
which the same prophet took the 
prophets of Baal and slew them. 
It was all very wonderful to me. 
Here were the lands in which had 
been enacted the stories of the Bi- 
ble read to me in my childhood 
every night when | went to bed, 
every Sunday, when all toys were 
under the lock, names tha: I had 
learned with difficulty, never dream- 
ing that I should ever live within 
reach of the places that bore them...

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Indians In Ecuador 

Life moves on continuously” 
around the Indian home. The little 
house is the hub of everyone’s 
activities; from it all travel in their 
labors, and to it the produce of all 
their energy returns. Here they 
store their grain and beans and the 
wool for weaving. The thick walls 
hold their life secure and guard 
their hard-won prosperity. - 

The Wouses of an Indian com- 
munity are not gathered around a 
plaza as in Spanish villages. They 
are scattered over the cultivated 
fields, each house overlooking ita 
small plot of land. In the com- 
munities close to town, most of 
the houses are made of rammed 
earth and are roofed with Spanish 
tile purchased in town. In the 
more isolated communities, most 
of the houses are made of mud and 
wattle with high thatched roofs of 
paramo grass. The tile~-roofed 
houses are generally larger than 
the thatched huts, but the plan is 
the same. 

The porch of the Indian home 
is the workshop where most of the 
shade from the glaring sunlight, and 
is good for working, the roof gives 
the wall ot the house wards off 
the sharp or dusty winds. On the 
porch of almost every house stands 
a Spanish loom, an Indian back- 
strap loom, or both. The millstone 
is also on the porch, where corn 
is ground into flour for the daily 
porridge, or whereby barley or: 
chuchuca—green corn parboiled and 
dried—is prepared for soup. 

The Indians are never idle. They 
work at a steady unhurried pace, 
chamgiffg occupation from time to 
time when they tire. While the mo- 
ther prepares the noon meal, the 
father may hook up the oxen and 
plow in the fields near by or hoe 


_the small corn plants. In the heat 


of the noonday sun he may sit on 
the porch to weave on a poncho, 
or a helt, or a length of light 
wool flannel for a woman's skirt. 
Perhaps he will twist a little rope 
of fiber he has dried from the 
cabuya cactus that grows by the 
wayside. The younger children, 
boys and girls, take the sheep and 
swine out to pasture’ on the hills 
or along the ravines. The older 
children work with their parents. 
The- boys learn to farm and to 
weave. The girls are taught to sew 
and embroider, to spin, wool or cot- 
ton with the reéd spindle or the 
spinning-wheel, to wash, and to 
cook. Sed

-for not only are textiles the m 


source of barter and cash, bit 
nearly all the clothing is conven- 
tionally homespun and woven, Not 
every family weaves all the types 
of Indian cloth, but most families 
weave some of the many varieties 
that make up the Indian costume. 
Throughout the region of Ota- 
valo the Indians wear essentially 
the same costume, However, there 
are many little details of dress that 
make it possible to distinguish In- 
dians of one community from those 
of another. For example, in com- 
munities far from the towns the 
Indian women sew all the family 
clothes, while in communities close 
to. the towns. they have many of 
their clothes made by professional 
seamstresses on sewing machines.

Minks are of two general types, 

both expensive. The wild mink, 
which nests in burrows along the 
banks of streams and feeds on 

TS NG worms, crayfish, birds and other 

animals—some considerably larger 

than itself—is a rich, dark brown 
in color, with some white on its 
jaws and underbelly. The ranch 
mink, whose diet consists of such 
relatively effete dishes as chicken 

heads, chopped horsemeat and vi- 

tamin-enriched cereals, is bred 

both in the standard brown and in 


ment in stock, feed and equipment 
—pens, fences and 80 on—it takes 
a good deal of educated labor to 
bred healthy minks of the desired 
colors. One man can take care of 
bout 400 minks, but it takes at 
éast a couple of thousand animals 
to make a going business. Muta- 
tions are developed only after 
painstaking studies of mink gene- 
tics and at the expense of experi- 
mentation that may involve sub- 
stantial. losses of animals before 
ghe breed is perfected. 

When they get to be a year old 
and ripe for the wearing, minks are 
done in, usually in a gas chamber, 


which é¢auses them no pain and 
leaves the pelts unscarred. Then 
they @ire skinned and the skins 


salted, later to be dressed (that is, 
cured and softened) and cleaned 
(by sawdust in a revol fing drum). 

Either raw or dressed, the pelts 
go to the auction market, where 
they are sold in matched bundles 
of enough skins for a coat, a jacket 
or two or three stoles, Each bun- 
die is 60 per cent male skins— 
relatively large “and toughg, to be 
used for the body of the coat—and 
40. per cent female—smaller and 
more fragile, to be used for collars,

But Libya 
was by no means as large as to- 
day’s Africa, It was cut off well 
north of the Equator by the all- 
encircling ocean, It was reported 
that a ship had once sailed from 
the Arabian, Gulf (the Red Sea) 
through this ocean and around to 
the Pillars of Hercules. Libya then 
as now was mostly desert, but in 
those days the Nile was thought to 
rise far to the west. and to flow 
eastward for a thousand miles be- 
fore turning nor.h below Thebes. 
it was the Libyan counterpart of 
Europe’s Danube. 


Jason’s Argonauts, established a 
colony at Cyrene, which was flour- 
ishing when Herodotus wrote. It 
shared the fate of Egypt when the 
Persians were everywhere advanc- 
ing, and later was a part of Alexan- 
der’s empire. It’ passed eventually 
to the Romans, but kept its Greek 
character until it too was blotted 
out by the westward march of the 
Arab. Remains at Cyrene of a fine 
Creek city have already been par- 
tially uncovered by English arch- 
acologists.

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Is Colder Weather 
Coming Our Way? 


Get ready for colder weather in 
the next 50 years—shorter growing 
seasons, June frosts, widespread 
crop damage. That's the long-range 
prediction of . Dr. Raymon 
Wheelet of the Weather Seience 
Foundation. 

The past 50 years have been rela- 
tively mild, but we're due {oP an- 
other 100-year low in the *1960's, 
he says, pointing to signs stich as 
later frosts in spring, earlier in fall 
and the severe cold waves that 
shivered the Deep South last year. 
“This is only the beginning,” he 
forecasts. “It will be harder to ripen 
corn and ‘mature melons. Fruit 
crops will be more likely to be 


«lamaged at blossom time. Not every 


year will be bad, but the trend will 
get worse, and preparations should 
be made.” : 

Along «vith the cold will come 
droughts. till we get 
through the 1970's, believes Wheel- 
er. “We're at the peak of a 7-year 
rainfall cycle, headed into an 18- 
year dry cycle, and a longer one on 
the order of 90 or 100 years.” 

What does the Weather Bureau 
say to this? Pyan R. Tannehill, saya, 
“In some parts, the growing season 
definitely averages. longer than in 
the early part of this century. A 
swing back to the weather of our 
fathers and grandfathers might 
come as a shock to those who have 
adopted practices based on recent 
warm years.” 

Jut there’s good news too, “Tn- 
ternational wars decrease as it tufns 
cold,” observes Wheeles. “Tl pre- 
dict the decline and collapse of 
Communism as it turns cold.”

“Thar She Blows”! 


Eighty years ago the first explo-* 
‘sive harpoon shattered the silence 
of the Antarctic and reawakened 
a dying industry. 

Before that time whaling had ex- 
perienced varying fortunes. It was 
born among the hardy Basques, 
who hunted their quarry in little 
cockleshell boats in the Bay of 
Biscay. 

Then other people began to re- 
cognize the possibilities of whaling, 
and blubber became liquid gold to 
the adventurers of a dozen nations 
who competed-against each other 
in an orgy of destruction. 

These days of happy hunting took 
their inevitable toll, and by the 
nineteenth century the whale had 
been exterminated in many parts 
of the world. But there are still 
prizes to be won in the massive 
Blue and Fin whales, who easily 
eluded the little boats with their 
hand-thrown harpoons. 

The explosive harpoon, allied to 
fast little steamships, proved to be 
a answer, and the whaling in- 

ustry took on a new lease of life. 

Today it continues to flourish, 
and this season, the greatest’ in- 
ternatiorial whaling fleet the world 
has known is scouring the Antarc- 
tic for the ocean giants. 


Whaling is no. job for the 
squeamish, but for those who are 
willing to suffer the discomforts 
and dangers of the trade there are 
rich rewards. According to Mr. 
Douglas Liversidge, who accom- 
panied a recent expedition in the 
far south, a gunner’s salary is of- 
ten comparable#to that of a Ca- 
binet Minister. 

In his book “White Horizon,” 
he gives a graphic description of a 
whale-hunt. He sailed in the Sig- 
fra, a Norwegian three-hundred 
tonner. ;

pans filled to brim, bristles snarled 


with lint and hairs or worn too 
short to reach the carpet. 
Unless nozzle adjustment on

HEAVIER TAXES 
NOT EFFECTIVE AS 
SPENDING CURB. 


The real test of tax policy: to 
combat inflation is whether or 
not that policy penalizes spend- 
ing and rewards saving. With 
this in mind one must recognize 
that a whole multitude of the 
spending public are not even 
touched by the more drastic of 
the additional imposts. In. con- 
trast, a large segment of the 
fixed wage and salary group 
has been hit and hit again. That 
is, of course, unfortunate in it- 
self, on grounds of strict equity. 
‘But the real question is, “How 
much of the increase in taxes on 
this group in the last half of 1951 
came out of savings?’ The more 
that came out‘of savings, the less 
the effect on inflation pressure, 

Corporations were even hard- 
er hit in the 1951 budget. But 
aga'n the red] question is fndt, 
“le this fair?” but “Did the new 
corporate taxes penalize spend- 
ing and reward saving?” To this 
question, the answer is simply; 
“No.” Human nature. , being 
what it-is, heavy corporate taxes 
tend to increase spending by 
corporations because the Goy- 
ernmet is paying a correspond- 
ingly large part of the shot. 

The increase in federal excise 
and sales taxes is upleasant, but 
these taxes. do hit the spender 
where it hurts, Unfortunately 
he does not kow what is hitting 
him. Why? Because the taxes 
are levied at the mattufacturing 
level, passed on plus fitark-up at 
various points from there on, 
and finally concealed in the re- 
tail price. The system is, there- 
fore, inefficient: for it takes out 
of the consumer's pocket. much 
more than it yields to the Gov- 
ernment in revenue. But, worse 
still the purchaser sees the whole 
increase im price, mot as a tax, 
but as a rise in the cost of liv- 
ing and a reason for demanding 
higher wages for his work or 
a higher price for his product. 

A further aggravation is that 
provincial and municipal sales 
taxes, levied on the retail price, 
obviously become in part a tax 
on taxes. This is bad im prin- 
ciple, and, as we have seen, it

Nevertleless, he should receive 
every oncouragement to add to 
rather than spend what he has ac- 
cumulated. Unfortunately, exper- 
jence does not. point in-quite the 
same direction regarding the Gov- 
ernment’s surplus. This surplus, 
induced as it is by increased taxes, 
perhaps designed to check infla 
tion, actually becomes an inflation- 
ary time bomb unless it is rendered 
inert by impounding it as a deposit 
in the Central Bank or by using it 
to retire Government debt held by 
the Central Bank. 


FLEXIBILITY NEEDED 


“The ability of our economy to 
sustain the shock of adjustment to 
the economic needs of the defence 
programme depends in large meas- 
ure upon increased fléxibility.

Of course-it is just my imagin- 
ation but it just seems to me that 
we haven't had any really short 
days this winter, It could be that 
with so many dull days, and having 
to turn on the lights so often, the 
change between daylight and dark 
hasn't been so noticeable. 

What a difference hydro makes! 
Looking back through the years 
[ remember how we used’ to dread 
the short days—how we hated hav- 
ing to light the coal-oil lamps be- 
for supper. And what a chore it 
was if we needed something» from 
upstairs or down in the cellar to 
have to carry a lamp or flashlight 
around with us, And doing chores 
at the barn with only the dim light 
of a lautern to see by. Or going 
to and from the barn in a bigh wind, 
keeping the lantern on the lee-side 
so the wind wouldn't blow it out, 
How we ever got along as well as 
we did is a marvel. We still com- 
plain when we have a lot of dull 
weather but when we stop to re- 
member those pre-hydro days our 
complaints ease off a bit. 


Sometimes when I speak in 
praise of hydro | wonder if there 
are any homes in which this column 
ig read where hydro has not yet 
come along. If so, I hope no one 
will think | am “rubbing it in.” 
If hydro is not available— well, 
there isn’t much you can do about 
it until the line comes through. if 
it is available, and you don't take 
advantage of it, then that is just 
plain foolishness, Perhaps you may 
say-—That's all very well, but we 
can’t afford to hay the hydro put 
in. To that I would answer - 
“You just can’t afford NOT to have 
itt? Install’ it and you have the 
use of it as long as you need it. 
List your farm for sale and hydro 
heips sell it. These days, who do 
you think will buy a farm if elec- 
tricity is not already hooked up 
and ready to use’ 

But even with hydro winter still 
has its problems, and chief among 
them is snow. After a storm snow- 
ploughs are busy day and night 
clearing the “ighways and byway’. 
And making a wonderful job of it 
too... especially at the entrance 
to farm Janes! But there are still 
those farm lanes to contend with. 
There ate a few little-usec lanes 
around here that have been im- 
passable ‘since November. [It seems 
to me keeping farm lanes open is 
a problem that will have to 
solved later. How 
a farm lane has been kept Gpen 
up to the present depended 
upon the amount of traffic coming 
in and out, the length and lay ot

in worse than ever, Snowploughing 
to be effective has to be continuous 
for lanes as well as roads. 

But how is that possible? Seems 
to me that is a question that might 
well be discussed by radio farm 
forums, Perhaps there is an op- 
portunity here for co-operative 
enterprise. Or perhaps each town- 
ship might have one or. more 
ploughs specifically for clearing 
farm lanes, especially were such 
lanes run out to provincial high- 
ways or country roads. Naturally 
such an undertaking costs money 
and if we want extra. service we 
have to .pay for tt—a condition 
which we are sometimes inclined to 
overlook, But some means of keep- 
ing farm lanes open would save 
wear on cars and trucks; it would 
eliminate the need and expense of 


tow-truck or tractor, and save 
many man-hours of shovelling. 
It might even save lives when 


a doctor is needed in a hurry or an 
emergency arises necessitating the 
removal of a patient to hospital. 
Well, maybe I haven't come up 
with the right answer-—and | know 


the problem is a dificult one to 


solve—but I still feel that some 
orkanized effort should be made 
to keep farm Janes open in winter. 

Last week saw another improve- 
ment in this district... our party 
telephone line was literally cut in 
two.

Here are two stories in one, 
Jesus who did not hesitate to eat 
Publicans’ and sinners was 
dining at the home of a proud 
Pharisee. It was common practise 
for spectators to be present on such 
occasions. A woman known as & 


‘sinner stood at His feet behind Him 


weeping. With her tears she wash- 
ed His feet and proceeded to wipe 
them with the hairs of her head. 
Then she annointed them from an 
alabaster box of ointment. The 
Pharisee was disgusted. 

Certainly Jesus was no prophet or 
He would have kmown what kind 
of a woman she was. Then Jesus 
told the story of the two debtors 
When neither could pay, the credit- 
tor forgave. The one whose debt 
was greater, loved most. Thus he 
upheld the action of the woman. 
Moreover, He forgave the woman 


and said, “Thy faith hath saved 
thee; go in peace.” Jesus was 
not. minimizing the sin of. the 


Pharisee but He was accepting 
his viewpoint that the wonian was 
the greater sinner in order to put 
across His point that the woman 
was repentant. Since the Pharisee 
showed no evidence of affection, 
perhaps he was not forgiven at all, 
Though hé required forgiveness, he 
was not yet conscious of that need. 

Jesus was not teaching that the 
greater that one sins, the better 
Christian he will beo@me, if ’ he 
becomes one at all.

While .housewives complain of 
rising fyel costs, a small group of 
@cientists are sitting snugly in a 
Berkshire laboratory which is heat- 
ed—with earth! 

Headed by a woman physicist, 
Miss M. V. Griffith, of the Electri- 
cal Research Association, they have 
just finished installing a new and 
revolutionary method of central 
heating, the “Heat Pump,” which 
draws its heating power from the 
earth. Cah... , 

The apparatus, has taken three 
years to perfect, and can provide 
constant warmth at any needed 
temperature at one-third of the 
cost of electricity. 


Actually drawing heat from the 
ground, the process might best be 
described as “refrigeration in re- 
verse.” The unit consists of a 3,- 
000-gallon water-tank sunk six feet 
under ground with water piped off 
into an “evaporating tank” con- 
taining a working fluid—identical 
to that used in the family “fridge.” 
Under pressure the chemical reaches 
boiling point, converting the water 
into steam, which is piped Off in 
the normal way through radiators. 

From the average houscholder’s 
point of view, Earth-Heating is a 
perfectly sound and economical 
method of warming a home. Instead 
of the large tank, a grid of water- 
pipes attached to the mains could 
be sunk in the garden, with the 
power unit—a seven-kilowatt con- 
denser—housed in a small shed. 
For country-dwellers not on the 
electric mains the unit could be 
driven by a small oil-engine. 


At the present time the installa- 
tion is expensive, costing as much 
as a normal boiler unit running on 
‘coal, but the researchers are con- 
vinced that they can cut costs until 
the free source of power is. practi- 
cal commercial proposition.

But by preparing those that we 
have in different ways—adding un- 
usual seasonings and so forth—such 
difficulties can be pretty much over- 
come.

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They Want Judges They Can Scare 

A very interesting and novel point of view about the administration 
of justice in a country was recently expressed by Syd Hare who is 
secretary of the striking Toronto street railway union. 

He was opposing the principle of arbitration and is quoted as saying 
that, while provision for arbitration is contained in the law in many U.N, 
states, the arbitrating boards are headed by a judge who is elected by 
the people. Mr. Hare added: “In most cases the decisions are favorable 
to labor.” 

George Wilson, president of the union, on the same theme added 
this: “Workers haven't the same privilege of yoting for judges here 
(in Canada). We have.to take’a judge who is suitable to the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association and it is not right.” 

There we have the interesting theory that judges should. be threat- 
ened with defeat at their next election in order to assure decisions 
somebody regards as favorable “to himself. With this idea, of course, 
goes the corollary that in car smash and murder cases, burglaries and 
arbitrations of every kind, the victory should go to the side which 
can bring the greatest pressure to bear on the judge, the court, or 
the board; to the side which can scare and threaten to hurt judges and 
the arbiters most. 

Under this theory, out of the window goes the whole concept of 
a body of law to be obeyed and to be administered; out also goes the 
concept that there are men of decency and judgment earnestly and 
sincerely trying to settle differences beween their fellow men in fair- 
ness 

Law of the Jungle 


Why don’t Messrs. Hare and Wilson pursue their idea and suggest 
the complete abolition of the judiciary and the courts and leave people 
to settle their disputes by slugging it out or shooting it out—the law 
of the jungle? 

With increasing frequency one hears labor leaders, wh have failed 
to get all they hoped for out of conciliation or arbitration board awards, 


Jashing out in extreme language about “injustice.” 


Ford Brand, a Toronto controller and labor union leader, recently 
said in effect: We didn't get what we want, therefore the whole concil- 
jiation board set-up is no good. ~ 

This civic lawmaker had already expressed his view as to how law 
should be administered and how a city or a nation should be run when 
he said: “The only thing left to us... is to take the law into our own 
hands.” 

This point of view implies that neither judges, employer representa- 
tives nor employee representatives are expected to study cases before 
them with intelligence or fairness. 

This point of view implies that one side only is right, thad it is all 
rigi.t and always right. It implies, too, that only one side has rights. 

It is a long time since our society rejected the principle of the 
divine right of kings. We see no reason whatever for accepting a new 
principle that divine rights go with membership in a labor union. These 
people are calling for a kind of justice whith means injustice for every- 
body else in the community.—From The Financial Post.

challenge is to be headed by Mr. 


L. Whitman, a member of the com- 
pany that attempted to recover the 
trophy in 1948. That attempt, sail- 
ed off Hayling Isalnd near Britain’s 
naval base at Portsmouth, was the 
first by U.S.A. since Britain took 
possession of what is the major 
prize in sailing-canoeing. In 1936, 
however, the British successfully 
withstood a challenge from Canada 


through Gordon Douglas of the 
Gananoque Club.

The British came into possession 
of the N.Y. Canoe Club Cup at 
Bayside, Long Island, in 1933 when 
Roger de Quincy and Uffa Fox 
made history by taking the prize 
out of the U.S.A. for the first time.

All previous challenges from the 
time of the first in 1886 by the 
Britisher Warrington Baden Powell 
had been msuccessfully warded off. 
They were made in 1888, 1890, 1891, 
1892, 1895, 1913, and 1914. Usually 
the races take place over a trian- 
gular course of about 414 miles 
and a time limit of two hours is 
imposed.

The Royal Canoe Club which 
holds the trophy on behalf of Brit- 
ain and which promotes the annual 
sailing regatta is the oldest canoe 
club in the world. It was founded 
on July 26, 1865, at a meeting at 
the Star and Garter Hotel, Rich- 
mond-on- Thames, called at the in-

stigation of John Macgregor. This 
British soldier - barrister ~ traveler- 
author was the pioneer of canoeing 
as a recreation. He developed the 
Rob Roy type of canoe to aid him 
in his travels throughout Europe 
and the Holy Land,

Where and when the canoe was 
born is shrouded in the mists of 
antiquity. The Eskimos and Amer- 
ican Indians have had them for 
centuries. But the British can justi- 
fiably claim “credit for developing 
the art of paddling and sailing a 
canoe as a sport. They introduced 
it to the European continent soon 
after the formation of the Royal 
Canoe Club through two students 
attending the University of Bonn, 
the Rhine city famous as birthplace 
of Beethoven. And “a, mad En- 
glishman” astonished the inhabit- 
ants of Sweden shortly afterwards 
by paddling a canoe across their 
country. . 

+ * * 

Today Sweden stands number 
one among the canoeing nations of 
the world. At the last Olympic 
Games, here in London in 1948, 
Sweden headed the unofficial rank- 
ing by nations and supplied the 
winners in the four kayak events 
for men. They inaugurated at Vax- 


holm in 1938 the world champion- © 


ships which have now become a 
firmly established feature of the an- 
nual international sporting calen- 
dar. And in their capital city of 
Stockholm they house the head- 
quarters of the International Canoe 
Union in affiliation with which are 
more than 20 countries.

Trials to select Britain’s Olympic 
representatives will be held in June. 
Only those competitors considered 
likely to be not outclassed will trav- 
e? to Helsinki. The canoe events 
have been arranged for July 28 and 
29 following the conclusion of the 
rowing regatta at Taivallahti, a 
center only about three-quarters of 
a mile from the main Olympic sta- 
dium. For the first time since 
canoeing came into the Olympic 
Games in 1936 the course will be 
salt water one.

his wife Christiana, For this de- 
yoted) pair are both blind, and 
every day they can be seen walking 
slowly, sometimes hand in hand, 
along the boulevard. They walk 
with a certain confidence because 
the way is so familiar to them. 
But something went wrong fe-

Chris- 
tiana Defrance chanced to be two 
steps in front of her husband. She 


stepped into the hole and plunged 


The shock caused her to lose con- 
sciousness and she lay helpless and 
silent. 

Robert sensed at once that »some- 
thing terrible had happened. His 
foot found the hole and he’ did not 
hesitate. He at jumped 
through, deciding to be by her 
side rather than make no attempt 
to save her, despite his blindness. 

He said afterwards that the fall 
seemed endless, Down, down he 
went, and groping amid the swirl- 
ing water he found the inert figure 
of his wife.

nearby trees which received no such 
treatment, For one thing, they 
showed more short growth and bet- 
ter leaf color; Also, close examina- 
tion, including cross section$§ taken 
of branches, revealed at least partial 
recovery from the winter injury. 
Yet the untreated trees ing the or- 
chards gave every indication’ of 
greater permanent damage. 

Tukey believes that the fertilizer 
solution absorbed by the branches 
gave the trees additional nutrients 
to speed recovery—also acted as a 
substitute for the food that was 
blocked frém normal channels by 
injured tissue. This “shot in the 
arm” apparently gives the tree a 
chance to grow new wood and set 
up new channels for flow of food 
from the roots. 

“Actually,” says Tukey, “we don't 
yet know. how much practical value 
there is in this winter bark-feeding 
process, But at least we know that 
so-called. ‘dormant’ trees will absorb 
liquid chemicals through the bark.”
